Junior  Wzt  ^cfjool 

The  Junior  High  School  under  the  present  organization  was  established  in 
1917.  At  that  time  the  University  high  was  absorbed  by  the  Normal  and  the 
entire  upper  floor  of  the  AUyn  building  given  over  to  the  work  of  the  Junior 
High.  This  added  space  made  it  possible  to  organize  the  department  more  fully. 
The  Junior  High  is  composed  of  the  upper  three  grades  of  the  Training  school, 
which  plan  is  in  accord  with  the  six-three-three  method  of  organization  now  fol- 
lowed by  manj^  of  the  best  school  systems  of  the  country. 

The  classes  are  taught  by  the  seniors  of  the  normal  under  conditions  similar 
to  those  found  in  the  public  schools  where  departmental  work  is  carried  on.  This 
affords  a  splendid  opportunity  for  training  for  those  students  who  wish  to  pre- 
pare for  teaching  in  the  Junior  or  Senior  high  school. 

The  Junior  High  has  its  owir  chapel.  Here  the  pupils  engage  in  chorus 
singing,  render  special  selections  of  music,  give  readings,  deliver  compositions 
of  especial  merit  and  have  debates.  At  this  time  thej-  also  plan  socials  and 
games,  and  talk  over  matters  of  general  interest  to  the  school.  It  is  a  standing 
rule  that  no  money  shall  be  spent  from  the  Junior  High  fund  until  the  matter 
is  decided  by  vote  at  the  chapel  hour.  The  pupils  make  their  ovm  money  and 
have  a  voice  as  to  the  manner  in  which  it  shall  he  spent. 

Teams  are  organized  in  all  the  various  forms  of  athletics,  such  as  baseball, 
volley  ball,  captain  ball,  basket  ball  and  track.  The  girls  come  in  for  their  share 
having  teams  in  volley  ball  and  captain  ball,  besides  engaging  in  an  athletic 
point  system  which  runs  the  entire  year.  At  the  close  of  the  year  sweaters  are 
presented  to  the  seven  boys  who  make  the  basketball  team  and  lettei-s  to  the 
girls  who  reach  a  certain  standard  in  the  point  system. 

Two  literary  societies  have  been  organized  and  each  pupil  must  be  a  mem- 
ber of  one  or  the  other.  Programs  are  given  on  special  days  and  occasionally 
on  Friday  afternoons.  The  two  societies  take  turns  in  preparing  these  programs 
and  much  interest  is  created  by  this  friendly  rivalry. 

Taking  everything  into  consideration  the  pupils  of  the  upper  three  grades 
of  the  Training  school  have  sufficient  opportunity  for  developing  special  tastes 
and  talents  to  enable  them  to  rightfully  call  their  organization  a  Junior  High 
School.

September  27,  1920,  a  group  of  fre.shnien  registered  for  the  first  time  at  the 
Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  University.  After  a  year  of  wondering  exeitc- 
nient,  growing  knowledge,  and  a  successful  exhibition  of  our  abundant  store  of 
greenness  we  were  again  registering  at  the  good  old  S.  I.  N.  U.  But  ah !  how  dif- 
ferent all  was  from  that  never  to  be  forgotten  day  of  nineteen  hundred  twenty, 
when  we  timidly  gazed  about  us  in  awe  and  admiration  of  the  new  scenes  of  our 
euAdronment !

Although  for  several  years  the  boys  of  our  school  had  enjoyed  verbal  con- 
tests in  the  halls  of  the  Forum  and  Agora,  there  was  no  place  where  the  girls 
could  practice  their  well  kno^Aii  arts  of  persuasion.  This  lack  of  a  debating  club 
for  girls  was  felt  clearly  and  in  the  fall  of  1920-21  a  few  enterprising  girls  banded 
together  imder  the  same  of  the  Illinae.

Clearly  realizing  this  fact,  and  that  there  were  some  jiersons  in  school 
who  were  skeptical  about  a  girl's  powers  of  oratory,  the  girls  determined  to  show 
their  ability.  The  Triangle  debates  were  watched  with  great  interest  by  the  en- 
tire school  and  the  excitement  in  the  final  debate  was  intense.  Therefore  it  was 
with  justified  pride  that  the  Illinae  team  claimed  the  silver  trophy. 

The  three  societies  hope  that  in  the  near  future  they  may  be  instriunental  in 
organizing  interscholastic  debates  and  carrying  the  name  of  the  S.  I.  N.  U.  to 
victory.

Just  as  the  S.  I.  N.  U.  is  the  leading  Normal  School  of  the  state,  so  is  this 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  the  leading  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  the  Normal  schools.  This  association  has 
been  so  fortunate  during  the  last  two  years  as  to  have  one  member  each  year 
chosen  to  represent  the  State  Normal  schools  in  the  Committee  of  Council.  This 
Committee  of  Council  formulates  the  working  rules  for  all  the  associations 
throughout  the  state,  and  is  composed  of  a  few  young  men  chosen  from  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  state. 

Every  year  some  noted  speaker  has  been  obtained  to  hold  a  series  of  lectures 
here.  J.  Stitt  Wilson  came  just  before  Thanksgiving  and  spoke  to  the  students 
on  world  problems.  J.  E.  Hauter  came  as  a  personal  worker  in  January  for  two 
clays.  The  young  men  were  allowed  to  have  conferences  with  him  to  talk  over 
their  problems. 

A  speaker  was  pj-ovided  for  each  of  the  weekly  devotional  meetings :  in- 
structive and  inspiring  talks  were  given  by  students,  faculty  members,  and 
prominent  men  from  the  outside.  A  bible  class  was  organized  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  term.  The  cla&s  studied  the  booklet,  "How  Jesus  Met  Life  Questions," 
and  was  led  by  the  cabinet  memlser  on  bible  study.  These  lessons  supplied  some- 
thing vital  in  the  lives  of  the  students,  something  not  obtained  from  other 
school  activities. 

Both  associations  did  much  for  the  new  students  at  the  beginning  of  each 
term  by  meeting  trains,  helping  them  register,  and  giving  socials  in  the  g^^n. 
The  work  at  the  Presbyterian  Chapel  has  been  carried  on  by  members  of  both 
organizations. 

The  infiuenee  of  the  organization  has  been  felt  in  all  lines  of  school  activities 
merely  by  the  presence  of  its  members  who  perpeti^ate  its  principles.  The  in- 
fluence of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  can  never  be  measured.  There  are  very  few  who  can 
not  appreciate  its  real  value.  If  it  should  cease  to  exist  as  an  organization,  its 
influence  would  be  sadlv  missed.

The  Association  idea  had  its  origin  in  London  in  1844  when  the  first  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  was  formed  by  twelve  young  men.  In  1855  a  "Prayer  Union"  for  girls 
was  started  in  the  same  city.  This  was  intended  especially  to  be  of  ser\'ice  to  the 
working  girls.  Four  years  later  using  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  as  a  model  the  girls 
adopted  a  constitution  and  named  their  organization  "The  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association. ' ' 

The  fact  that  conditions  in  London  were  such  that  it  was  very  difficult  to 
secure  a  safe  and  desirable  I'ooming  place  for  a  working  girl  led  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  different  departments,  and  this  in  turn  to  the  founding  of  a  home 
where  it  would  be  safe  for  a  girl  to  go.  At  this  home,  advice  and  help  were  given 
to  girls  coming  to  the  city  for  the  first  time. 

Soon  the  movement  spread  to  America  where  the  first  Y.  W.  C.  A.  was 
founded  in  New  Yoi'k  in  1858.  This  effort,  however,  was  not  very  successful  and 
to  Boston  rightly  belongs  the  honor  of  having  the  first  Y.  W.  C.  A.  in  America. 
Its  duty  was  "to  seek  out  young  women  taking  up  their  residences  in  Boston,  en- 
deavor to  bring  them  under  moral  and  religious  influences,  by  aiding  them  in  the 
selection  of  suitable  boarding  places  and  employment,  by  introducing  them  to  the 
members  of  the  Association,  securing  their  attendance  at  some  place  of  worship 
on  the  Sabbath,  and  by  every  means  in  their  power  surrounding  them  with 
Christian  associates. ' ' 

All  these  things  led  up  to  the  student  organization  in  connection  with  the 
schools.  The  first  of  these  was  formed  in  the  Normal  school  at  Normal,  Illinois 
in  1872.  Its  purpose,  requirements,  and  constitution  were  similar  to  those  of 
today.  It  was  the  result  of  the  realized  need  of  the  young  women  training  for 
teachers  for  spiritual  as  well  as  intellectual  training. 

The  friendly  attitude  of  the  president  and  faculty  and  their  co-operation 
have  done  much  to  make  our  Y.  W.  C.  A.  a  success.  We  hope  and  believe  that 
the  future  historj'  of  our  Y.  W.  will  be  even  more  glorious  than  its  past  history 
has  been.

J^iitovp  of  t\}t  jForum 


Forum  is  a  name  appropriate  for  a  debating;'  society.  The  name  has  an  his- 
torical sig:nificance.  In  Roman  antiquity,  the  forum  was  an  open  place  used  for 
the  transaction  of  mercantile,  .judicial,  and  political  business.  In  Rome,  itself, 
during  the  period  of  its  early  history,  we  read  of  such  a  place  between  the  Pala- 
tine and  C'apitoline  hills.  This,  probably  even  during:  the  regal  period,  afforded 
the  accommodation  necessary  for  such  public  meetings  as  could  not  be  held  within 
the  ('apitolina. 

The  Forum  of  the  S.  I.  N.  U.  was  formed  with  the  idea  of  giving  training  in 
debating,  public  speaking,  and  the  use  of  parliamentary  law.  The  membership  of 
the  Forvun  is  limited  to  twenty-five.  It  is  thus  restricted  so  that  each  member  may 
get  as  much  practice  in  debating  as  possible.  Only  junior  and  senior  college 
students  are  permitted  to  .Join. 

The  interest  of  this  organization  has  always  been  good.  This  year  it  has 
been  especially  satisfactory.  The  officers  have  done  their  best  and  have  kept  the 
standard  of  the  organization  high.  All  members  have  done  their  share  towards 
realizing  the  high  ideals  sot  before  them.  In  addition  to  the  regular  debates,  short 
extemporaneous  talks  have  been  a  special  feature  of  the  programs  this  year. 
These  were  not  given  with  the  idea  of  .just  filling  in  to  make  a  long  progi'am  but 
to  give  training  to  each  member — ^training  to  adjust  himself  to  situations,  even 
if  these  seem  rather  difficult  at  times.  The  old  and  also  most  important  phase  of 
the  organization — that  of  debating — has  received  much  attention.  Our  debating, 
here-to-fore,  has  been  confined  within  our  four  walls.  This  year,  debates  were 
arranged  with  the  other  debating  societies  of  this  school.  Much  enthusiasm  was 
aroused.  These  debates,  known  as  the  Tri-Club  Debates,  occurred  the  winter 
term.  They  were  so  well  liked  and  so  helpful  that  they  will  prol)ably  become  a 
regular  feature.

The  Agora  debating-  society  was  reorganized  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall 
term  and  continued  to  promote  the  good  work  of  previous  years.  At  the  present 
time  it  is  recognized  as  being  one  of  the  Ijest  and  most  benetieial  societies  of  the 
school.  The  boys  are  proucl  of  the  work  they  have  been  doing,  and  sincerely 
wish  that  more  students  could  have  benefited  by  it,  but  this  was  impossible  for 
the  membership  was  limited  to  twenty-five. 

For  the  convenience  of  the  members  the  time  of  convening  was  changed  from 
Saturday  mornings  to  Monday  evenings.  Meetings  were  conducted  in  a  regular 
parliamentary  manner,  and  care  was  taken  to  select  from  the  many  current  events, 
those  which  were  the  most  debatable  and  of  the  most  educational  value.

This  organization,  popularly  known  as  the  Ag  Club,  is  devoted  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  farmers  of  Southern  Illinois,  particularly  to  the  interests  of  the 
younger  farmers  and  the  farmers-to-be.  In  the  past  brawn  has  been  considered 
of  more  importance  in  farming  than  brains.  The  Ag  Club  is  changing  that 
notion  and  demonstrating  that  Israins  are  needed  in  farming  as  well  as  in  any 
other  profession. 

The  Ag  Club  meets  every  Wednesday  night  of  the  school  year.  Programs 
are  rendered  bj'  the  members.  All  of  the  programs  have  an  agricultural  back- 
ground, and  some  of  the  numbers  are  technical,  but  there  are  enough  musical 
numbers  and  talks  of  general  interest  to  make  any  one  enjoy  an  evening  spent  at 
the  Ag  Club.  Debates  are  frequently  part  of  the  program.  They  usually  deal 
with  some  agricultural  question  such  as,  "Resolved,  that  the  tractor  is  a  more 
economical  source  of  power  on  the  average  Illinois  farm  than  the  horse,"  or, 
"Resolved,  that  dairying  is  more  profitable  in  Southern  Illinois  than  orcharding, " 
Ijut  sometimes  we  have  debates  that  are  humorous,  as  ' '  Resolved,  that  a  poultry- 
man  would  make  a  better  husband  than  a  truck  farmer." 

Any  student  is  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Club.  During  the  school  year 
1921-22,  the  membership  ranged  from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred.  A  large 
number  of  first  year  students  have  joined  the  club.  The  Club  makes  a  special 
effort  to  induce  the  Freshmen  to  join,  as  many  students  feel  lonely,  and  do  not 
get  acquainted  readily  when  they  first  come  to  the  S.  I.  N.  U.  By  joining  the 
Ag  Club  they  will  get  acquainted  and  receive  valuable  training  as  well.  It  is  the 
policj'  of  the  Club  to  put  one  or  two  inexperienced  members  and  several  ex- 
perienced members  on  the  programs  together.  In  that  way  a  good  program  is 
alwaj^s  assured,  yet  the  new  members  get  the  necessary  training. 

A  strong  feature  of  the  Agricultural  Clul)  is  the  good  times  the  members 
have.  In  the  summer  they  usually  have  a  watermelon  feast  whei'e  there  are 
melons  enough  to  make  one  think  he  is  in  the  Sunny  South.  Last  fall  we  had  an 
old-fashioned  pie  supper.  After  the  pies  were  sold  prizes  were  given  for  the  man 
having  the  dirtiest  feet,  the  prettiest  girl,  and  the  most  lovesick  couple.  Audrey 
Ross  won  a  box  of  candy  for  being  the  prettiest  girl,  Ralph  Warren  and  Lulu 
Watson  won  a  jar  of  pickles  for  being  the  most  lovesick  couple  and  two  members 
of  the  faculty  tied  for  the  first-mentioned  honor.  The  prize,  a  pair  of  socks,  was 
divided  between  them. 

The  big  affair  of  the  AVinter  term  was  a  banquet.  Fifty  couples  assembled 
at  the  Christian  Church  and  enjoyed  a  feast  prepared  by  the  ladies  of  the  Church.

The  Art  Appreciation  Club,  oi'oanizcd  in  October,  1921,  -was  the  first  of 
such  organizations  to  be  formed  in  Southern  Illinois.  The  purpose  or  aim  of 
the  club  is  to  spread  the  appreciation  of  art.  As  decided  upon  by  the  mem- 
bers, the  programs  arranged  related  to  American  architecture,  sculpture,  and 
painting. 

Semi-monthly  meetings  were  held  in  the  Socratic  Hall  on  Tuesdays.  The 
programs  were  vai'ied  by  exhibitions  of  dry  point  etchings,  talks  illustrated  by 
prints  on  American  architecture  and  sculpturing  shown  by  lantern  slides.  An 
especially  good  feature  was  a  talk  on  Loredo  Taft's  decorative  sculpture  for  the 
Midway  Plaisance  in  Chicago,  to  which  he  has  dedicated  the  rest  of  his  life. 
Fifty  slides  were  borrowed  by  the  club  from  tlic  Chicago  Art  Institute  for  the 
occasion. 

Of  additional  interest  to  the  club  were  its  teas,  unique  picnics  and  outing 
parties.  Deserving  of  special  mention  were  the  trip  to  Fountain  Bluff,  teas  at 
Miss  Williams'  apartment,  and  the  Christmas  party  which  was  held  in  Senator 
Hewitt's  cottage  at  Thompson's  Lake. 

The  club  has  increased  in  numbers  and  enthusiasm  and  looks  forward  to 
another  successful  year.  IMuch  credit  is  due  Jliss  Gladys  "Williams  who  acted 
as  faculty  advisor.

Although  handicapped  by  his  having  such  a  small  numlier  of  asso- 
ciate editors  he  successfully  continued  the  publication. 

This  year  under  the  direction  of  Earl  Y.  Smith  the  Egyptian  lias  grown 
in  circulation,  size,  and  quality.  The  management  now  orders  from  600  to  700 
papers  weekly  and  doubtless  as  the  publication  continues,  its  own  merits  will 
bring  it  a  much  larger  circulation. 

To  say  that  it  is  good  is  superfluous.  To  criticize  it,  as  some  of  our  students 
are  wont  to  do,  is  detrimental.  To  patronize  it,  support  it,  and  occasionally  con- 
tribute to  it  is  a  mark  of  loyalty  in  the  first  degree.  It  is  highly  appreciated  as 
an  enterprize  launched  and  conducted  solely  by  students. 

The  sole  aim  of  our  school  paper  has  been  to  further  the  best  interests  of 
S.  I.  N.  U.  and  so  far  we  feel  that  it  has  accomplished  its  aim.

In  basketball, 
too,  the  management  made  a  better  showing  than  it 
has  done  for  a  long  time. 

For  this,  then,  we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Mason.  But 
we  are.  also  indebted  to  him  for  a  bright  cheery  smile 
which  leaves  its  imprint  upon  us  long  after  he  is 
gone.  Dear  readers,  we  recommend  him  to  your  good 
graces.     Pipe  the  Mgr. 
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The  story  of  the  football  season  of  1921  is  one  that  should  thrill  eveiy 
spirited  son  and  daughter  of  the  S.  I.  N.  U.  There  can  be  nothing  finer  than 
the  history  of  that  team  for  the  one  brief  season  of  its  existence.  The  story  is 
one  of  many  disappointments  and  disallusionments,  and  a  great  deal  of  what 
we  woiild  ordinarily-  call  hard  luck,  and  let  it  go  at  that ;  'but  nyngled  with 
these,  as  we  east  a  retrospective  glance  back  over  the  season,  we  find  so  much 
to  be  proud  of  that  we  arc  apt  to  forget  the  unpleasant  features. 

And  when  we  consider  the  fact  that  this  is  the  second  football  team  that 
the  Normal  has  made  any  attempt  to.  produce  within  the  past  four  years ;  when 
we  reflect  that  the  material  out  of  which  the  team  had  to  be  consti-ueted  was, 
in  the  main,  inexperienced  and  untrained;  when  we  think  of  the  tremendous 
handicaps  that  had  to  be  worked  against  in  the  shape  of  injuries  to  players, 
forced  withdrawals  from  school,  etc.,  which  took  from  us  three  star  backfield 
men,  and  two  strong  linemen  for  the  major  part  of  the  season ;  when  we  think 
that,  until  the  memorable  revival,  led  by  Slats  Valentine  prior  to  the  McKendree 
game,  the  team  was  not  receiving  the  support  from  the  student  body  it  was 
entitled  to — when  we  consider  all  these  things,  we  can  but  feel  that  we  have 
done  well  indeed  to  have  made  such  a  record  as  we  have — but  two  games  lost 
the  whole  season,  and  those  when  injui-ies  to  players  had  greatly  reduced  the 
fighting  array,  and  not  a  game  lost  on  the  home  field. 
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Captain  Gilbert  Carson,  commonly  and  affectionately  known 
as  "Ted,"  was,  perhaps,  another  among  the  biggest  of  the  factors 
which  made  possible  the  shaping  of  the  1921  football  team  into 
what  it  was.  Cap'n  Ted  was  ever  among  the  hardest  workers  of 
his  squad,  requiring  no  one  to  do  more  than  he  himself  was  will- 
ing to  do. 

This,  of  course  constitutes  the  real  test  of  leadership.  "He 
who  would  learn  to  lead  must  first  have  learned  to  follow."  runs 
the  moral  of  the  old  fable.  And  in  this  respect,  from  his  quality 
of  amending  perseverance  in  a  position  of  responsil)ility,  we  have 
Captain  Carson's  real  value  to  the  football  team  of  1921. 
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The  full  tale  could  not  be  told  without  the  mention  of  each 
individual  member  of  the  football  squad.  Each  man  tried  just 
as  hard  as  did  his  neighboi',  although  some,  because  of  superior 
ability  did  succeed  better  than  their  neighbors.  The  work  of  the 
Coach  cannot  be  too  highly  estimated.  What  would  have  been  dis- 
couragements to  another  were  only  incentives  to  "Mac."  When 
large  nuisances  w^ere  mixed  with  petty  grievances,  and  all  presented 
to  Mac  in  a  conglomerate  sort  of  fashion,  he  just  took  them  one  by 
one,  used  common  sense,  and  soon  had  matters  straightened  out. 
If  the  football  team  could  be  called  a  machine,  then  certainly  it 
would  be  proper  to  continue  the  metaphor,  and  call  Mac  the  lubri- 
cant that  kept  the  bearings  oiled  and  the  wheels  running  smoothly. 

Speaking  in  a  more  prosaic  manner,  the  results  of  the  football 
year  could  not  but  be  considered  successful  to  the  nth  degree. 
Besides  the  showing  made  this  year,  an  excellent  foundation  has 
been  laid  for  future  teams.  A  large  amount  of  valuable  material 
will  be  left  from  this  year  to  start  in  on  next  year,  a  thing  that 
could  not  have  been  said  at  the  beginning  of  last  season. 

For  your  approval,  in  the  pages  that  follow,  we  will  present 
a  few  pictures  of  the  different  members  of  the  team,  some  of  whom 
Avill  undoubtedly  draw  more  favorable  comments  upon  their  plajdng 
abilitj'  than  on  their  manly  beauty.  However  we  will  not  attempt 
to  be  supercritical.    Judge  for  yourself.

During  the  time  that  she  has 
been  connected  with  this  work,  she  has  been  a  big  factor  in  the  development  of 
this  side  of  women's  activities.  Under  the  direction  and  influence  of  iliss 
Newsum,  the  Girls'  Athletic  Association  was  organized  this  year  to  further 
this  work.  A  system  of  letters  and  credits  has  been  formulated  which  serve 
to  motivate  the  work. 

Thus  it  is  seen  that  this  jihase  of  school  life  is  becoming  a  bigger  and  better 
thing  everj^  year.  Its  broadening  influence,  with  the  ideals  of  fair  play,  honesty 
and  truthfulness  that  it  teaches,  can  but  prove  beneficial  to  a  high  degree  as  its 
results  thus  become  farther  and  farther-reaching.

As  a  mark  of  encouragement  to  the  girls  who  participate  in  interclass  basket- 
Isall,  it  has  always  been  the  practice  to  pick  all-star  teams  from  among  those  who 
play  on  the  different  class  teams.  This  practice  is  a  very  worthy  one,  since  it 
stimulates  the  girls  to  their  best  efforts,  and  the  honor  conferred  is  as  high  as 
can  be  given  for  this  kind  of  work. 

The  work  of  selecting  these  all-star  players  has  been  left  to  the  director  in 
charge  of  that  department.  Miss  Newsum,  as  the  one  most  intimately  connected 
with  the  work.  In  selecting  the  girls  whose  pictures  are  seen  above,  Miss  Newsum 
states  that  there  were  several  girls  for  each  place  and  that  it  was  a  difficult  task, 
indeed  to  pick  one  girl  over  the  other.  The  ones  finally  selected,  however,  we 
may  be  sure,  represent  the  acme  of  perfection  in  this  line. 

The  work  of  the  year  was  very  successful  indeed,  and  some  players  de- 
veloped who  were  remarkably  good.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  work  of  succeed- 
ing years  will  come  up  to  the  high  standard  which  has  been  set  this  year. 
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As  a  general  rule,  in  gathering  material  for  a  publication  of  this  sort,  much 
of  interest  is  lost  because  it  occurs  late  in  the  school  year,  after  the  compilation 
has  gone  to  press.  Spring  athletics,  especially  tennis,  which  most  deserves  men- 
tion, are  therefore  usually  shamefully  neglected.

The  Zetetic  Literary  Society  was  organized  in  September,  1874,  with  the 
following  officers:  President,  Miss  Mary  Wright;  Vice-President,  Heber  Rob- 
arts;  Secretary,  Miss  Ellen  Sherman.  The  name,  Zetetic,  signifies  the  getting 
and  unfolding  of  wisdom. 

When  the  first  building  burned  in  the  fall  of  1883  the  society  was  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  save  all  the  furniture,  including  even  the  piano.  After  the 
completion  of  the  new  building,  now  known  as  the  Main  Building,  the  Zetetic 
society,  because  of  its  being  the  oldest  society  on  the  campus,  was  given  choice 
of  the  two  elegant  halls  set  apart  for  literary  work.  The  northeast  room  on 
the  third  floor  which  has  been  occupied  by  the  commercial  department  for  sev- 
eral years  was  chosen  and  remained  the  home  of  the  society  for  many  years. 
When  the  Wheeler  Library  was  completed  in  1904  the  society  moved  into  its 
present  home. 

The  Zetetic  Literary  society  has  exerted  a  strong  influence  in  welding  to- 
gether the  interests  of  the  student  body.  It  has  served  as  a  weekly  clearing 
house  for  mooted  parliamentary  questions.  It  has  given  training  to  many  in 
the  ai't  of  debate  by  means  of  which  students  gain  poise  of  manner  and  elegance 
of  diction  before  an  audience,  a  possession  of  great  value  in  everj^  phase  of 
lousiness  and  social  life.  Not  the  least  among  its  benefits  should  be  enumerated 
the  social  features  enjoyed.  These  serve  to  lighten  the  more  arduous  tasks  of 
the  school  and  form  a  basis  for  pleasant  memories  which  grow  stronger  as  the 
years  slip  by.  The  motto  of  the  society,  "Learn  to  Labor  and  to  Wait"  not 
only  forms  the  slogan  of  its  members  while  in  school  but  aids  them  as  mature 
men  and  women  to  exert  the  patience  necessary  to  win  the  worthwhile  battles 
of  life.

It  is  very  unlikely  that  the  average  student  stops  to  consider  how  long  the 
literary  societies  have  played  an  important  part  in  the  activities  of  the  school. 

The  present  Soeratic  society  was  founded  early  in  the  second  regular  ses- 
sion of  the  school.  On  October  1,  1875,  a  petition  was  granted  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  debating  club.  On  the  evening  of  October  15,  1875,  the  constitution 
and  by  laws  were  endorsed  by  the  faculty.  It  was  agreed  that  the  society  was 
to  use  a  large  bare  room  in  the  south'W'est  corner  of  the  Mansard  story  of  the 
old  building,  which  was  destroj-ed  by  fire  in  1883. 

Before  a  year  had  passed,  the  society  was  called  upon  to  decide  the  momen- 
tous question  as  to  whether  ladies  should  be  admitted  to  the  organization.  An 
amendment  to  the  constitution  was  necessary  for  so  radical  a  step.  A  strong 
minority  of  the  members  were  opposed  to  the  admission  of  the  girls.  All  the 
various  phases  of  the  question  were  learnedly  discussed  by  the  boys.  The  feature 
of  the  society  in  case  it  should  be  turned  over  to  the  inroads  of  the  fair  sex  was 
depicted  in  the  darkest  colors. 

A  number  of  times  the  question  was  voted  on  and  lacked  the  necessary  two- 
thirds.  The  final  discussion  and  vote,  howevei-,  took  place  on  a  memorable  night 
when  a  great  railroad  circus  visited  the  city.  There  were  six  members  present 
at  the  society.  After  all  had  talked  themselves  hoarse  the  vote  was  taken  and 
the  ladies  were  admitted  by  a  vote  of  four  to  two. 

In  the  domain  of  the  work  of  the  society,  no  such  thing  as  aristocracy  has 
existed,  but  every  member  has  been  considered  an  ecjual. 

The  society  has  continued  to  grow  in  both  numbers  and  resources  since  the 
day  of  its  origin. 

The  officers  were  elected  at  the  very  earliest  date  possible  this  year  and  we 
feel  that  every  student  in  the  society  has  seen  and  appreciated  the  influence  that 
the  society  has  exerted  in  developing  the  abilities  of  young  people  who  have 
profited  by  their  activities  as  members  of  either  our  own  or  our  "sister  society."

Club,  Socratic  Society, 
Zetetic  Society,  Training  School,  Anthony  Hall,  Y.  W.  and  Y.  M.,  Art,  Com- 
mercial and  English  Departments. 

The  whole  school  entered  into  the  spirit  wonderfully  and  nearly  everyone 
took  some  part  even  to  some  of  the  young  men  acting  as  police.

In  the  history  of  the  school  the  Senior  College,  at  its  best,  has  represented 
only  a  mere  handful  of  the  entire  enrollment  of  the  student  body.  This,  prob- 
ably has  been  due  to  the  fact  that  prior  to  the  last  two  years  not  much  effort 
has  been  made  to  encourage  students  to  do  advance  woi'k  at  the  S.  I.  N.  U-.  The 
Junior  College  course  has  been  very  attractive  to  those  who  have  been  prepar- 
ing to  teach  and  many  of  the  graduates  from  the  two  j^ear  courses  have  tilled 
some  very  desirable  positions  in  many  of  the  accredited  high  schools  of  the  state. 
With  the  new  requirements  set  bj^  the  North  Central  Association  the  Normal 
graduates  are  no  longer  legally  qualified  to  fill  the  positions  in  the  large  high 
schools. 

In  all,  our  school  has  conferred  fifteen  degrees,  and  in  looking  over  the  list 
it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  everyone  has  a  position  on  equal  rank  with  Univer- 
sity graduates.  To  teachers  an  Ed.  B.  has  more  value  than  a  degree  from  the 
denominational  colleges  or  the  University  for  the  reason  that  the  school  boards 
prefer  men  and  Avomen  who  have  had  the  professional  training.  Those  who 
have  been  doing  advance  work  have  chosen  the  S.  I.  N.  U.  for  various  reasons, 
but  mostly  because  thej^  realize  that  this  school  can  do  more  for  them  in  pre- 
paring them  for  high  school  work  than  the  University  could  or  would  do.  Our 
classes  have  been  small  and  we  have  had  better  opportunities  in  class  Avork  and 
laboratory  facilities  than  do  the  over  crowded  classes  at  the  State  University.
